2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1015 are • 
allowed over the Kools et al PCT reference. Reasons for allowance are clearly discussed in 
applicant's remarks of 3/16/05. Basis for the current amendment are found in the specification, 
page 8. The membrane distinguishes from Kools 's membrane is that Kools membrane require a 
disenable interface between the two layers, which he considered as beneficial to the membrane 
performance (PCT/ '817, page 15, third paragraph, and page 6, second paragraph). 
Ciaims are also amended to avoid any rejection based on Lee et al. (3,948,823).
